Just to reiterate my own solution to this vexatious problem: 

Any decent hobby shop (model trains, planes, etc.) will stock = 
"Plastruct" or "Evergreen" styrene rod. The rods come in various sizes = 
from ultra-thin (.031") to 1/4". The perfect size for Johnson = 
"pointers" is .125" (1/8") rod. It comes in a package of 12" length, 6 = 
pieces in the package, (enough for several hundred knobs worth). 


Costs about $3.00 or so for the package. Or, you can use the swizzle = 
sticks, if available. :-)

Another source (I'm plagiarizing here because the info is from an earlier BA 
comment) is Radio Shack part number 44-1001 or 44-1094. These are plastic 
handled cleaning swabs with foam tips. Kinda like long Q-TIPS for BA's. The 
plastic handles are the right color and diameter to fit the old Johnson 
knobs. Just trim to length, add a drop of super-glue and insert in the 

knob hole. Although the tubes are hollow not solid like the original, you 
really have to look close to know it.

I'm going to pitch in a few thoughts on tube prices here, as it is 
something I've wrestled with frequently over the past three years. 
(Hopefully Jack won't object.) 


Like it or not, there is a growing market for tubes. In 1992, when 
Charlie Whitener went to Chartwell Financial asking for $1.2 Million to 
buy the Western Electric 300B fab line and the Westrex name, he already 
had orders in hand for 15,000 tubes. Today he's sold 10,000 of them for 
$800 a pair, and expects to sell 24,000 more this year. Most of us 
(here) wouldn't pay that, having no need of 300B's, and might even laugh 
at those who do, but as the demand for tubes increases we will be 
directly affected. 


The retail price for a plain vanilla 12AX7 has gone from $5.50 to $11.75 
over the past 4 years. (You Drake and Collins owners already know 

this.) Mullard's and Amperex's are $15.00 today to the Glass Audio 
crowd. I get 

inquiries for them almost weekly from buyers in Germany, Holland and the 
far east. (I actually keep a seperate stock of them aside for you guys.) 


Most of the time they are asking for tubes that most of you would never 
need. However that won't last. The Glass Audio crowd is actively seeking 
new tubes and are experimenting. Every issue of Glass Audio has articles 
in it on new areas to explore. Last month it was Low Plate Voltage 
tubes. 


As the Tube Hi Fi guys design new equipment and figure out how to use 
tubes that were origionally used in RF applications, the demand for 
tubes we use in our gear goes up. Increasing demand while holding the 
supply constant always drives the market price UP. Once there were only 
a few popular sweep tubes (the ones we use in our RF amps.) Today the 
"retail" prices of most of them are between $35 and $50 each. 


AES and Richardson and IC are simply charging what the general market 
will bear. The mechanisms that drive the market are quite efficient and 
impersonal. We live in what is still a small and relatively protected 
niche. That won't last forever. 


If anyone is interested in what I think we can do to keep the hobby 
affordable a little while longer, I'd be glad to discuss it further.

The power transformer is The Weak Link. If it has the original 
hallicrafters transformer in it, treat it gently. I'd suggest learning 
to tune up very rapidly. I'd also recommend making a chart of knob presets 
so when you QSY you can be approximately in tune before puting it on the air. 


Also, and possibly related to the power transformer (I don' t know for 
sure), in the manual is a strong warning about turning the set OFF. 
Paraphrasing, when you turn the HT-32 off, pause the function switch in the 
STBY position for a moment before continuing to the OFF position. 


Note your power output. If it seems that you are getting more power out 
of your 6146s than you'd reasonably expect, this could be a symptom of a 
shorted power supply choke, another HT-32 failure mechanism. Find a way to 
measure the HV going to the 6146s and check that against the voltage chart 
in the manual. If it is too high, then a shorted choke is a possibility. 


Other than these few caveats, the HT-32 is a pretty solid transmitter. 
Treat it gently and it should last another 40+ years.
